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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the independent claims 
require that the environmental sensor monitor ambient conditions, and that the angular position of the head is not an ambient condition. 
However, claim 10 clearly states that the capture condition comprises detection of a change in motion of the wearer. Based on this 
disclosure, the ambient conditions being detected must include the motion of the wearer, and not just external conditions. Furthermore, as 
stated in paragraph 8 of the previous Office Action, if ambient sounds are detected, but not speaking of the wearer, then a stable condition 
at step 50 causes capture of an image (see Col. 2, lines 57-60 and Col. 4, line 21 of Ishibashi). The applicant further argues that capture 
of an image is not caused by the detection of a capture condition followed by detection of a stable condition. However, Ishibashi clearly 
discloses that following detection of these conditions, a shooting instruction is outputted to the video camera circuit (Col. 4, lines 48-49). 
Clearly, image capture is caused by the detection of the conditions, which also results in the operation mode being set. 
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
